S.R.O. 357, dated 8th October, 1958.*— The following byelaws for the regulation 
of licensing of job porters within the Cantonment of Pachmarhi, made by the 
Cantonment Board, Pachmarhi, in exercise of the powers conferred by clauses 
(25), (20) and (27) of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 
(2 of 1924), are hereby published for general information, the, same having been 
previously published and having been approved and confirmed by the Central 
Government as required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

BYELAWS FOR REGULATING THE GRANT OF LICENSES TO JOB 
PORTERS IN THE PACHMARHI CANTONMENT 

1 In these byelaws, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject oij 
context, — 

(a) l, job porter” means and includes any person carrying goods or articles 

of any description for hire, 

(b) “hire” means a service for a period not exceeding twenty four hours, 

or which would ordinarily be performed within twenty four hours 
and further means ordinarily working On hire and not undertaking 
the job casually. 

2. No person shall ply for hire as a job porter at the motor stand and bus stop 
fixed by the C.P.T.S. within the Cantonment limits except under a license granted 
in this behalf by the Cantonment Board. 

Provided that license shall not be issued to a person under 10 years of age. 

3. (a) A license to ply for hire as a job porter shall be issued by the Execu- 
tive Officer on an application being made to him in this behalf and on payment 
of the fees specified in byelaw 4 and shall be granted on the conditions detailed 
in byelaw 0, 

(b) At the time of issue of a license the Executive Officer shall also give to 
the licensee, on payment of its price, a metal number badge to be worn by him 
while performing the duties of a job porter. 
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4, The following fees shall be recovered for licenses Issued to job por tea’s. 

(i) for each quarter 25 naye paise. 

(ii) for each year 75 naye paise, 

fi. The maximum rates to be charged by job porters shall be aa follows: — 

(1) 25 naye paise per head load not exceeding one maund in weight upto 
half a mile. 50 naye paise per head load not exceeding one maund 
In weight per mile or fraction thereof if the distance exceeds a mile. 

(ii) Waiting charges at 12 naye paise per half hour or fraction thereof for 
detentions exceeding 15 minutes, 

6, Every license issued under byelaw 3 shall be granted subject to the follow- 
ing conditions: — 

(a) that the licensee shall at all times when hired or plying for hire wear 
the metal number badge on his right upper arm in a conspicious 
manner, 

(bj that the licensee shall not, except for reasonable cause, refuse to be hired, 

(c) that the licensee shall at all times when hired or plying for hire have 

with him his license and shall, if required to do so exhibit such 
license to the hirer or to any Magistrate, Police Officer, Member of 
the Cantonment Board or Officer of the Cantonment Board authorised 
in this behalf and shall state his name and residence if called upon 
to do so, 

(d) that a breach of any of these conditions shall, on conviction, be punish- 

able with a fine and in addition the license may be suspended or 
cancelled by an order in writing of the Cantonment Executive Officer.
